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HB 5202: MHD Incentive Report

The Department of Environmental Quality and the Oregon Department of Transportation are directed to 

report back to the Joint Committee on Transportation and the appropriate interim budget committee by 

December 1, 2022, with an analysis of existing incentives available to support the transition to zero 

emission medium- and heavy-duty transportation fleets.

The agencies are further directed to research incentives offered in other states and to provide 

recommendations on expanding or creating incentives to support businesses in the transition to 

zero emission medium and heavy-duty vehicles.

This effort should include analyses on incentives for both vehicles and electric charging or other fuel 
infrastructure.
